being  duly  3-,7orn  states,  T  am  n  Portuguese  subject,  a  Telephone  Chief 
and  live  at  Dilli,  PCRTEGUIUSE  TIMOR,  I  was  in  DIII..I  './hen  the  Japanese 
first  landed  on  20th  Februar"  19i-2.  I  l<now  Doctor  OLIVER;'.. 

On  the  23rd  February  I  v/ns  at  my  pri^perty  at  T..TU  MSTA.  I  saw 
seven  .'Jistralian  soldiers  v/ho  had  been  captured  by  the  Japanese. 

One  vn.c  a  Sergeant.  The  iOistrolians  had  their  hands  bound  behind 
their  backs  by  telephone  wire  ^7hich  had  been  pierced  through  their 
•.vrists.  .‘.brut  t’.venty  Japanesr?  ’,ere  odth  the  .‘lustralians.  I  v/as  too 
frr  a'./ay  to  see  if  a  Japanese  officer  '/as  present. 

The  .'lUstralians  ‘./are  placed  in  a  lino  ind  the  Japanese  commenced 
to  bo.  onet  them.  They  baj  cneted  tliem  slov/ly  at  first  a  number  of 
times,  .’.fter  twenty  minutes  of  bayoneting,  -ho  -ustralians  were  killed 
by  a  last  thrust  of  a  bayonet,  j 

The  ..ustralians  r^re  breu^ght  to  the  place  in  a  truck. 

The  bodies  of  the  Australians  v.ore  tl^rown  into  ditches  at  the 
side  Oj  the  road  und  tIi.o  Japanese  covered  them  partly  v/ith  earth, 
leaving  the  legs  and  feet  exposed.  The  Japanese  then  le.^t  and  three 
doj’s  later  os  the  bodies  began  to  smell  I  infci'med  Doctor  OLIV’IR;..  It  '.ras 
Impossible  to  pass  because  of  the  smell. 

The  first  Sergeant  VICaJTS  the  Chief  of  lolioo,  c.une  with  a 
party  and  buried  the  bodies  in  a  proper  manner  two  or  three  metres  from 
the  side  of  the  road. 

Later  I  v/ent  to  near  the  graves  and  I  found  n  .'.ustralian  Pay- 
book  v/ith  a  photograph  of  a  soldier  wearing  3er,vennt's  stripes,  I  do 
not  rsmemeor  the  name  in  the  Pa,vbook.  (Witness  "os  here  sho’„n  an 
•Jiotralian  Paybeok  .and  identified  it.)  Later  T  took  the  Po^/hoo'c  to  iry 
place  v/here  an  .'tustralicn  oflicer  '.rs  .staj'ing,  at  LIUL-JL'.,  and  grve  him 
the  Paybook.  I  do  not  knoi.*  the  namo  of  this  .'mstralian  officer. 

The  -‘Ustralians  \X)re  dressed  in  the  usual  .'.ustralian  uniforms 
with  i'Jistralian  hats. 

The  bodies  of  the  .'iistralians  vere  re  x)vod  by  the  .'jistrali.on 
Graves  Commission  in  December  194.5,  after  the  remains  hod  been  axhu.med 
ly  the  Porteguese  -.md  placed  in  boxes, 

iJQi  the  beginning  o.f  March,  I  &a\/  a  Dutch  officer  brought  by 
the  Japanese  to  near  the  Post  Office  in  Dilil.  The  Dutch  officers 
hands  \jg.:o  bound  bohind  his  back.  It  wr.s  about  6  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
ilo  w.as  pi' cod  on  the  steps  of  the  Post  Office.  Hs  v/aa  loft  there  all 
night.  The  next  day  the  Dutch  officer  asked  for  v.Titor  but  the  Japanese 
did  not  give  him  .any.

I'ostc  at  thw  cainy.'  v.'qs  ordored  to  bring  Portogucso  girls  to  th.,  Jrpniiese. 
The  Chef  do  Posto,  0Lr\i’'2RIA,  refused  and  ho  n-'s  hold  all  night  by  the 
Japanese . 

Tho  fortoguoso  schools  'vere  all  destroyed  and  the  J- panose  opened 
schools  and  forced  tlxo  nativoo  to  attend  to  learn  Japanese.
